Azaleas 


The best azaleas for early forcing, to be had in bloom 
easily by Christmas, are Simon Mardner, Apollo, 
Deutsche Perle, Pauline Mardner and Vervaeneana. Be- 
fore the azaleas go into their pots a thorough soaking 
of the root balls is necessary. The inner core of the 
ball when once dried out, remains in that condition 
ever afterward, no matter how regularly and thoroughly 
the pots are watered. The failure of plants to do well 
may in nearly all instances be traced to dry roots. 
After being potted they should not be exposed to sun- 
shine for eight or ten days, nor to frosty weather at 
any time although a very cool and airy place suits them. 
Those that are needed for Easter can be plunged in 
cold frames until later when you will have time to pot 
them up. 

Cinerarias 

Plants from seed that was sown from August 15 
up to the first week in September and grown in flats, 
should now be ready for 3-inch pots. Use a soil com- 
posed of three parts of fibrous loam and two of leaf 
mold with a good sprinkling of sand for the first pot- 
ting. Keep close for a few days until the roots take 
hold of the new soil, when they should be given a place 
near the glass in a house where the temperature runs 
near 40 degrees at night. For the second potting and 


others that are to follow leave out all leaf mold, but 
give them a rich compost of two-thirds fibrous ioam 
to one-third of well-decayed cow manure with a dash 
of guano and soot. Fumigate often for the aphis. 
Never let them approach anything like a pot-bound 
condition before giving them a shift until flowering 
size is reached. Those that are intended for Christmas 
should be kept in a temperature of about 40 degrees to 
45; anything higher will ruin your crops of flowers. 


Cyclamen 


Every good florist has lots on his mind at all times 
so it is very easy for him to overlook some of his plants. 
Cyclamens that you sowed the first half of Sep- 
tember should be nicely above ground now. See that 
they are placed well up to the glass so as to keep them 
sturdy, and when they are large enough to handle 
shift into other flats. Here they can grow without be- 
ing disturbed for another two months. Let them have 


a light compost for which one-half each of loam and 
leaf mold with plenty of sand will be suitable. Keep 
in a warm house at 55 to 60 degrees at night. Keep 
the surface soil frequently scratched. In transplant- 
ing these little cyclamens don’t leave the little bulb on 
the surface, but put it just below. They will soon work

their way to the top. Be careful in watering so as not 
to sour the compost. 


Orchids 


Watering should be done fairly early in the morning, 
so that the moisture dropped on foliage and benches 
will dry up before night. Syringing overhead should 
be gradually discontinued. When done at all, let it be 
on the mornings of clear days. Do not play the hose 
directly on the plants as this makes too heavy a stream. 
Always use a fine misty spray. A decreased water sup- 
ply all around will be necessary now. It is always safe 
to underwater rather than overwater. This question 
of ventilation is not half considered. It is the rock 


on which many would-be orchid growers perish. Too 
many still persist in keeping orchids too hot and stuf- 
fy. Outside of the purely East Indian, tropical kinds, 
all like air in abundance. Cattleyas and Laelias above 
all enjoy plenty of fresh air. There are really but few 
days in the year when neither top nor bottom ventila- 
tors can be open. In the case of strong winds, enough 
will get between the laps of glass to satisfy them. 


Poinsettias 

These plants are not so easily kept in good condition 
when the late fall approaches. We have arrived at the 
critical time for poinsettias. Careful attention is re- 
quired as to ventilation, firing, ete., and watering care- 
fully from now on is of great importance. It cannot be 
good policy to apply water which is near the freezing 
point. Some plants may not be as particular in this 
respect as others, but poinsettias will not stand for 
sudden changes in temperature or for water much below 
the temperature of the house they are in. It is better 
to go over your pans, pots and benches often to prevent 
any from remaining too dry and on the other hand it 
will give a chance for any that are wet to dry out. Do 
not feed at all until the bracts are forming; then give 
it twice a week in moderately weak doses. Some soot 
with the manure helps to keep the leaves green. 


Time to Start Bulbs 

The time taken under ordinary condition for the dif- 
ferent bulbs to form enough of roots to enable them to 
be forced with any kind of success are—Paper white 
narcissus, 6 to 8 weeks; Roman hyacinths, 8 to 10 
weeks ; Dutch hyacinths, 14 to 16 weeks; daffodils, jon- 
quils and narcissus, 14 to 16 weeks; lilies such as Har- 
risii, longiflorum, gigantium, formosum, speciosum, etc., 
will take at least 16 to 18 weeks. Of course the time 
will vary either one way or the other according to the 
strength of the bulbs. 


Next week—Ardisias; Callas; Crotons; French Bulbs; Rhododendrons; Storing Hydrangeas. 
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Although most of the trees are bare, sum- 
mer flowers still linger in the gardens in 
Jack Frost a large section of the country where usual- 

ly gardens are desolated by the time

November comes in. 
ageratum, French marigolds, petunias, some roses and 


even dahlias, still in sufficient quantity to make the 
suburban plots look bright and to make quite a showing 
in the wholesale markets. We like to see them. They 
work no very great injury to the indoor flower trade 
and we shall have to face winter dreariness soon enough. 


While it is generally acknowledged that 
the flower business has made but little 
progress during the season of 1915, it 
appears from our observation and ac- 
cording to reports from various sources that the land- 
scape gardening industry and the trade in hardy gar- 
den ornamental material have been enjoying a season 
of rare prosperity. Perhaps the enforced staying at 
home since the outbreak of the European war has con- 
duced partly to this result and it is quite probable that 
the automobile, which has unquestionably had a reverse 
influence on the florist business, has given a new im- 
petus to the laying out of suburban homes. No line of 


horticultural work holds out better promise for the am- 
hitious young man than that of hardy ornemental 
gardening. 


A thriving

A notification has been received by all the 

An wholesalers in New York to the effect that, 
ethical’ at a joint session of the Association of 
question Retail Florists and the Greek-American 
Florists’ Association, it was the sense of 

the meeting that wholesale florists do not sell at retail 
and calling for an immediate statement of the whole- 
salers’ position on the matter. No doubt the retailers 
know what they are doing. We hold no brief to speak 
for them or for the wholesalers or to proffer advice, both 
sides being presumably able to take care of their re- 
spective interests, yet, as unswerving advocates of or- 
ganized co-operation we should much prefer to see 
questions of this character made the subject of friendly 
joint consideration between representative men of both 
interested parties. Knowing how averse the leading 
wholesale men in New York are to selling anything at 
retail we are at a loss to understand just why these 
wholesalers have alone been selected to receive a com- 
munication such as that referred to. The retail people 
may have some basis of complaint which does not ap- 
pear on the surface but one naturally wonders, at this 
juncture, what their attitude is towards those large 
wholesale growers, for instance, who are openly com- 
peting for retail business while at the same time plac- 
ing a considerable part of their product on the whole- 
sale market. And, further, how can an organization of 
retail store keepers, none of whom are producers, con- 
sistently take such an issue with the legitimate whole- 


salers, if a combination of several of its own members 
is in the field as a competitor in the wholesale trade? 
We are heartily in accord with the proposition that 
wholesale dealers should keep strictly out of the retail 
business. But the rule of fairness demands that, in ex- 
change for this protection, the retail dealer is in honor 
bound to extend to the wholesale dealer cordial support 
to the full extent of the latter’s facilities for serving 
him. In this direction much more might be said as 
all those “close to the firing line” well know, but prob- 
ably we have gone far enough for the present.

Watch the Feeding 

With the weather staying warm it will be necessary 
to be very careful with the feeding, and see that it is 
applied at the proper time, and then withheld when it 
should be. As soon as a crop is well cut off the plants 
should be allowed to dry out just a trifle, being careful 
of course not to carry it too far. As soon as the plants 
are dry enough they can be watered well, being careful 
to make sure that the water penetrates through the soil, 
leaving no dry spots anywhere. To make this sure it 
may be necessary to water twice over the bench fronts 
where the plants will naturally be drier than anywhere 
else. Then if they are not showing any breaks to speak 
of they can be allowed to dry out fairly good again, after 
which they will break quite freely as a rule. As soon 
as the plants have quite a number of breaks all over 
they can be given a little liquid manure or bonemeal 
and as soon as the breaks lengthen out a little they 
should receive a light mulching if they need it. The 
surface of the benches will tell this. If the mulch that 
has been put on is pretty well gone and the soil in the 
benches lies exposed to the sun and air, it ie time to 
apply more. If, however, there is plenty of rough ma- 
terial on the benches to keep the water from washing 
around when watering then it will not be necessary to 
apply any more manure, depending on the liquid to 
furnish all the necessary plant food, using plenty of 
bonemeal to go with it. However, it may not always 
be advisable to use too much liquid, especially if the 
plants show signs of getting soft. If this happens it 
will be well to run the houses a shade cooler, and keep 
the liquid away until the plants show signs of starving. 
This can be scen on the new growth which will hecome 
somewhat stunted in appearance. 


The Coal Bins 


With the warm sunny weather all along, growers are 
apt to neglect to order or have on hand sufficient coal. 
This is bad management for the warm weather will no 
doubt be followed by a severe cold snap, ard coal will 
burn rapidly then. Keep the coal coming as fast as 
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it is used so that in case of early snow there will be 
no heating problem to bother about. Considerable coal 
can be saved by keeping the boilers clean all the time. 
See to this as the boilers should be brushed every other 
night. There are no especial brushes required for this; 
a piece of old burlap on a stick will generally answer 
the purpose and nearly all the boilers built now can be 
cleaned while the fire is going full blast, as most of 
them are arranged to open one flue or part at a time. 


Storing Manure 

Manure for mulching which has to be kept outside 
in the weather will leach out a good deal, and this will 
mean loss. There is no way to prevent this except to 
have one of the sod heaps only three and a half feet 
high, and then keep the manure pile on top of this. 
Any liquid that may drain through the manure will be 
quickly absorbed by the sod in the heap and there will 
be little waste. Needless to say the heap should be cov- 
ered with straw or hay or leaves or anything to keep 
it from freezing in the winter so that it will be ready 
to use at any time. 


Soot 


The prices that roses have been bringing the last 
few weeks will enable growers everywhere to indulge in 
little luxuries every now and then. Soot may be consid- 
ered a luxury for commercial growers, but it will cer- 
tainly put additional color into the roses if applied at 
the proper time. It can also be added to the liquid 
manure but we prefer to apply it directly to the benches, 
using only enough to slightly blacken the surface of 
the soil. After this a little more can be applied when- 
ever it is needed. It is best applied when the buds are 
about to show color. It is quite strong and may damage 
the foliage somewhat if too much of it is applied all 
at once. Never apply it at the same time with bone- 
meal, or to benches that have been limed recently. The 
lime in the bonemeal or in the benches liberates a large 


portion of the ammonia in the soot all at once and this 
is waste, even if there is no harm done to the plants 
and flowers. 
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The Cleveland Flower Show, more 
than ten days before the opening of 
the exposition at the Coliseum on 
November 10, finds itself with only 
two small spaces unsold. When it is 
considered that there is more than 
65,000 square feet of space in the ex- 
position building and that this area 
is to be filled with a representative 
display of horticulture and all that 
pertains to the trade one is able to 
gain an impression of the magnitude 
of the Cleveland Show. 

Among the exhibitors to enter the 
lists since the last reports by the ex- 
ecutive committee is Hubert V. Pearce, 
Detroit, steam heating engineer. There 
will be about sixty exhibits of appli- 
ances of the business in addition to 
the display of commercial and private 
growers, nurserymen and foreign ex- 
hibits. 

One of the latest features secured 
is to come from the botanical garden, 
Washington, D. C. Superintendent 
Hess has promised to send examples 
of several of the rarest and most in- 
teresting plants from his collection 
and expects to personally accompany 
the shipment and attend the show 
throughout its progress. 

The burden of bringing together 
these varied and representative ex- 
hibits for the most pretentious show 
ever held in the Middlewest has fallen 
upon the general committees although 
there has been heartiest co-operation 
on the part of all the local societies 
and clubs interested in flower culture.

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SAN FRANCISCO FALL FLOWER 
SHOW. 


The Grand National Fall Flower 
Show was brought to a very success- 
ful close on October 26 after running 
for six days. Members of the trade 
are agreed that it was the most elabor- 
ate and satisfactory show ever held in 
this city. The exhibits were excellent, 
the prizes strongly competed, and the 
attendance large, interest being stimu- 
lated by a large number of special 
events arranged in connection with 
the display. While all seasonable 
flowers were included in the prize list, 
chrysanthemums were the main feat- 
ure. These exhibits were arranged to 
excellent advantage under the central 
dome of the Palace of Horticulture. 
The quality of the flowers was the sub- 
ject of favorable comment both among 
members of the trade and the general 
public. It is certain finer specimens 
were never shown here before, and it 
is doubtful whether a better showing 
could have been produced in other sec- 
tions of the country. The silver cup 
offered by the Chrysanthemum So- 
ciety of America for the best ten 
blooms, one variety of chrysanthe- 
mums on long stems, was awarded to 
the Lynch Nursery of Menlo Park. 
The Hitchings & Co. prize for the best 
six vases chrysanthemums, six varie- 
ties, three blooms of each on long 
stems, went to T. Etow of San Mateo. 
The gold, silver and bronze medals of- 
fered by Wm. Wells and Chas, H. Totty 
for three blooms of the Earl Kitchener 
chrysanthemum, were awarded to the 
Lynch Nursery, Mrs. C. R. Waters of 
Menlo Park and Shibuya & Ishida of 
Stege, respectively. Percy BEllings of 
Menlo Park won the medal given by 
the National Association of Gardeners 
for the best six chrysanthemums of 
six varieties. The Elmer D. Smith 
prizes for the best six white, yellow 
and pink chrysanthemums went to the 
Lynch Nursery and the Hillsborough 
Nursery. Shibuya & Ishida were 
awarded the H. W. Buckbee prize for 
the best vase of twenty-five blooms 
chrysanthemum Mrs. W. H. Buckbee. 
Besides these special awards for chrys- 
anthemums many other prizes were 
offered for chrysanthemums, roses, 
dahlias, begonias, orchids, etc. The 
large room at the entrance of the 
building was used for dahlias, be- 
gonias, annuals, etc., while the orchid 
display and some of the other exhibits 
were arranged in some of the side 
rooms. The gold medal for the best 
display of orchids in flower arranged 
for effect with other plants went to 
John A. Carbone of Berkeley. 

Among the special features, Peli- 
cano, Rossi & Co. were awarde1 the 
only prize for table decoration, com- 
peted for five successive days; also 
silver medal for the most artistic 
bridal bouquet, and first prize both 
for the best arranged hamper or bas- 
ket and the most artistically arranged 
basket of cut flowers.

The 20th Annual Flower Show of 
this society was a complete success in 
every respect.

H. Totty and 
Arthur Herrington have arranged 
every show since the shows started 
20 years ago, so it is an old trick with 
them. The big groups put up by Robt.

The 
vegetable exhibits were of the high- 
est order and filled one large nail. 
We had two new carnations—Peace 
from Frank Dinda, Farmingdale.

They showed 
up well, but the standard kinds were 
to the front. The best carnation in 
pink was Enchantress Supreme, and 
White Enchantress held its own, and 
more in white. Champion, shown by 
Wm. Duckham was easily the best in 
the reds. Princess Dagmar scored in 
crimson. 

In red roses, Hoosier Beauty had it 
“all-over” everything. A vase of Lady 
Alice Stanley was considered by many 
the best in the show but Ophelia hau 
so many admirers that it was hard to 
get near it.

LENOX HORTICULTURAL SOCIETY

W. Smith, C. Lanier and G. Foster. In 
carnations Mrs. W. Griswold and Mrs. 
R. Winthrop were winners in the lead- 
ing classes. There was the usual keen 
competition in the vegetable classes, 
G. Foster winning the special prize of- 
fered by Mrs. W. E. S. Griswold for 
the best collection of 18 kinds, by the 
narrow margin of 1% points, Carlos 
De Heredia, gard. Geo. H. Thompson, 
being placed second. In the class for 
12 varieties one point separated the 
collection from Mrs. R. Winthrop, 
gard. S. Carlquist, and that from C. 
Lanier, gard. A. H. Wingett, in the 
latter’s favor, this prize carried with 
it the silver cup offered by R. & J. 
Farquhar & Co. The prize offered by 
Peter Henderson & Co., for the best 
10 varieties of potatoes was won by 
C. Lanier, There was a good show of 
fruit. Lord & Burnham’s prize for 12 
dishes of apples was awarded to A. 
Swift of Lee. W. M. Salisbury won 
the silver cup offered by Hitchings & 
Co. for the best two bunches of grapes 
in the show.

BOSTON FALL SHOW. 

The annual fall exhibition of the 
Massachusetts Horticultural Society is 
being put in order in Horticultural 
Hall, Boston, as we go to press. We 
cannot tell anything about the awards 
until next week and some of the ex- 
hibits are at time of writing incom- 
plete, but we have seen enough of the 
show as it is to unhesitatingly pro- 
nounce it one of the best, if not the 
very best, in the long series of Boston 
fall shows. This quality does not lie in 
the chrysanthemums—pot plants or 
flowers, or in any one other feature, 
but in the variety and finish of the 
exhibits individually and collectively 
and on the impressive arrangement as 
a whole. 

The large exhibition hall space is 
flanked by four stupendous groups of 
flowering and foliage plants, two on 
the left and two on the right, banked 
high against the walls, from A. M. 
Davenport, Kameyama & Serada, R. 
& J. Farquhar & Co., and W. W. Edgar 
Company, respectively. Each group is 
unique in arrangement of colors and 
contour and we do not envy the job 
of the judges in deciding between at 
least two of them on ist award. 

The centre of the hall is devoted to 
the pot plants. There are no very 
prodigious trained specimens but there 


is a fine showing of well-grown plants 
of moderate size, W. H. Elliott and A. 
M. Davenport being prominent contrib- 
utors. Mr. Davenport is a new com- 
petitor in the heavy group classes and 
he has made a magnificent start. In 
addition to the afore-mentioned entries 
he has a fine group of Lorraine, Cin- 
cinnati and Melior begonias and half 
a dozen superb plants of the Winter- 
flowering Begonia Mrs. Heal which 
illumine the scene with an unrivalled 
glory. Other groups in the large hall 
comprise one of choice flowering plants 
from Mrs. J. L. Gardner in which lan- 
cifolium lilies, bamboos and Jerusa- 
lem cherries make a beautiful combi- 
nation; an extensive collection of con- 
ifers and broad-leaved evergreens in 
pots and tubs by Breck-Robinson Co., 
and another of like character from M. 
P. Haendler, of Old Town Nurseries. 

There are two superb displays of 
orchids, long groups of elegant speci- 
men plants in many genera from 
Wheeler & Co., of Waban, and F. J. 
Dolansky of Lynn, both commercial 
growers for cut flower purposes. No 
private estate could excell them. There 
are also two orchid specimen plants of 
rare merit. One is Laelio-Cattleya 
Moira (Mantini x Fabia) with a spike 
of three great blooms, from A. W. Pres- 
ton, gard. John L. Smith. The other 
a specimen Cattleya Trianae from 
George W. Stewart. Two trained 
plants of Heavenly Blue Morning 
Glory from Mrs. C. G. Weld come in 
for much admiration, each nearly five 
feet in height and covered with big 
flowers and hundreds of buds. BE. S. 
Webster showed Begonias Mrs. Heal 
and Optima, the latter a new one in 
the winter-flowering section with deep 
salmon flowers. 

In the chrysanthemum cut flower 
section D. F. Roy, gard. for Col. Con- 
verse, presents an array of 71 gigantic 
blooms, never excelled in any previous 
show. W. D. Hathaway of New Bed- 
ford has an extensive display of dah- 
lias in all classes, flowers as perfect 
as in the height of the season. Waban 
Rose Conservatories present mam- 
moth vases of roses Hadley, Mrs. 
Moorfield Storey, Mrs. Bayard Thayer 
and Mrs. Russell. William Sim makes 
a display of pansy blooms such as he 
alone makes. They are close to per- 
fection. W. W. Edgar Company ex- 
hibited two mammoth vases of chrys- 
anthemums arranged with bronzy oak 
foliage, one being the variety Robert 
Halliday and the other Charles Razer. 
The retail florists are represented by 
ten decorated dinner tables, the taste 
shown being much ahead of that in 
any former competition here. The 
classes for small baskets and other 


dainty floral receptacles drew out 
some very artistic arrangements by 
Wax Brothers, Penn the Florist and 
Mrs. Coran. Further details next week. 





INTERNATIONAL FLOWER SHOW, 
NEW YORK. 
April 5-12, 1916. 

Five months might seem a long peri- 
od to those of us who are not engaged 
in preparations for the next big flower 
show to be held in New York, although 
to the men who are working like beav- 
ers to make it certain that the 1916 
show shall overshadow all previous 
shows, the time seems all too short. 
With monthly meetings, and a division 
of the general committee into sub- 
committees, the work of preparation 
is well advanced; but with the idea 
generally imbued among the workers 
that the next show must present new 
features, new ideas, and, above all, 
show progress from an expositional 
point of view, five months for further 
preparation is a period all too small. 

The idea of the Rose Garden, so well 
carried out at the exhibition last 
spring, bids fair to become a most im- 
portant feature of the next show, for 
the reason that the premiums offered 
are on a most liberal basis, and suffi- 
ciently attractive to ensure six or 
more exhibits in the class set apart for 
displays of this kind. Just think of 
it—six Rose Gardens! 

The rock garden, a much cherished 
institution on the other side of the 
water, and an obect of curiosity to 
bany of our budding horticulturists, 
is to be featured strongly at the April 
show, and those who are able to com- 
pete for the $250 and $150 prizes 
offered would do well to get busy with 
their exhibits. 

The charts showing the space avail- 
able for trade exhibits are already well 
marked with reservations and pro- 
posed reservations of exhibitors, and 
any firms desirous of securing choice 
of locations should lose no time in 
communicating with the Secretary. 

The committee is a little embar- 
rassed just now over the problem of 
housing the number of large exhibits 
promised, and it seems quite probable 
that three floors of the big Grand Cen- 
tral Palace may have to be utilized 
for the exhibition instead of two as 
heretofore.

Another of the pioneer florists of 
Chicago passed away on October 27 at 
his home, 4616 N. Tripp avenue. 
Frederick William Timme was born 
in Madgeburg, Germany, in 1843, and 
came to America when a boy of four- 
teen. He came to Chicago at the close 
of the civil war, in which he served. 
For three years he was private gar- 
dener for Allen Pinkerton and for fif- 
teen years he held a similar position 
for Potter Palmer and for the last thirty 
years he has been in the florist busi- 
ness for himself, at the above address, 
where he was active till four years 
ago when his sen took charge. He 
made a study of his work and put 
thought into it as well as labor. He 
had the distinction of being the first 
Chicagoan to grow carnations, bring- 
ing the stock here the year after they 
were brought over from France. Some 
of the older varieties were originated 
by Mr. Timme, and one called Lucia 
was recognized by the Horticultural 
Society of Chicago in 1892. He was 
also well known as the writer of fre- 
quent articles for the trade papers, 
under the title of Timme’s Timely 
Teachings. He is survived by Mrs. 
Timme, who was Isabel Johnstone, of 
Crystal Lake, Wis., one son, William 
Frederick, and one daughter, Mrs. 
Harry Blewitt, of Des Plaines. The 
funeral took place October 30 at Mee’s

TRANSPORTING A SPECIMEN 
PLANT 


The problem of sending one of his 
big trained chrysanthemum plants 
from Ardsley, N. Y., to Cleveland, 
Ohio, for the Cleveland show, has been 
finally mastered by Mr. Canning.

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Twice in each year the New York 
‘and New Jersey Plant Growers parti- 
cipate in an inspection tour of the 
various establishments green- 
house plants are grown for the New 
York florist trade, spending a day 
among the Long Island places and an- 
other day one week later with the 
New Jersey growers. The visit to 
Long Island took place last Friday, 
starting at Long Island City and fin- 
ishing at Flatbush. The party com- 
prised A. L. Miller, J. H. Fieser, Julius 
Roehrs, Harry Dreyer, George Scott, 
Alfred Zeller, John Birnie, H. C. Stein- 
hoff, L. Schmutz, Jr., Harry Schmutz, 
W. H. Siebrecht, Jr., Henry Baumann, 
Paul Fischer, Chas. Koch, Jos. Bau- 
mann, H. A. Wagner, Jr., C. Madsen, 
K. Christensen, Anton Schultheis, Jr., 
Herman Schoelzel, T. B. De Forest 
and W. J. Stewart. The growers visit- 
ed were A. Schultheis, College Point; 
Louis Dupuy, Dreyer Bros. and Keller 
Company, all of Whitestone; H. D. 
Darlington and Louis Enne, Flushing; 
John Miesem, Elmhurst; A. L. Miller, 
Jamaica; H. A. Wagner, John Scott, 
Louis Schmutz, Chas. Koch and Chas. 
Zeller & Son, all of Flatbush, Brook- 
lyn. After a glimpse of these thirteen 
establishments—or rather, twelve, for 
Miesem grows only lilies—one is 
moved to marvel how or where this 
‘prodigious stock of Boston ferns, 
ppricas, poinsettias, ardisias, cyclamen, 
primulas, genistas, . pot chrysanthe- 
mums, azaleas, solanums, dracaenas, 
oranges, begonias, pandanuses, ficuses, 
and the long list of less abundant 
things is ever marketed. Even the 
visiting growers themselves . were 
amazed at the stupendous aggregate 
of ericas and Boston ferns of all the 
popular forms that confronted them in 
this little trip around one limited sec- 
tion of the great metropolitan district. 
Azaleas have been coming in freely 
and there will doubtless be enough of 
them for both Christmas and Easter 
for most of the plants were received 
in good condition. Judging from the 
number of young ardisias coming on in 
several of the larger places there will 
be no scarcity of this favorite next 
year. 

One of the prettiest sights was 
a house of Jerusalem cherries at 
Schultheis’ place that fairly sparkled 
with the myriads of berries, and also 
we cannot pass without mention of 
one of several houses of chrysanthe- 
mums in 6-inch pots—the best the 
writer ever saw. Here and at Du- 
puy’s, Keller’s and Darlington’s, are 
ericas — principally melanthera — that 
must number high in the hundreds of 
thousands, in all sizes from “finger- 
lings” up to 6-year-old giants 4 to 5 
feet high, of which Keller shows a 
whole house. Darlington has exten- 


where 


sive ranges of frames filled with count- 
less ericas and heated by subterranean 
boilers. Besides the extensive plant 
houses filled with the highest-class 
stock in the country, the Keller Com- 
pany has quite an acreage of outside 
nursery. At Louis Dupuy’s, Mr. Dupuy 
being absent at the funeral of Mrs. 
Dorval, Mrs. Dupuy did the honors. 
At Dreyer’s it is ferns, ferns, ferns, 
and plenty of dwarf poinsettias and 
heavily fruited oranges, among other 
things. Louis Enne has an imposing 
range of houses, including a large new 
house just completed by Hitchings & 
Co., for sweet peas. Good taste is dis- 
played in the planting of the entrance 
and driveway of Mr. Enne’s place with 
lilacs, rambler roses and other fine 
hardy material. 

A. L. Miller’s establishment is a 
never-resting hive of activity. Men 
and wheelbarrows everywhere and the 
houses and grounds are the picture of 
neatness. There are four new houses 
of Lord & Burnham construction and 
heating. Mr. Miller is trying out the 
new Salvia Greggii in all concéivable 
ways as a future pot plant for the 
Christmas holidays. C. H. Wagner 
and John Scott have no end of ferns. 
There are veritable forests of them, 
and the “Home of Scottii” bids fair to 
hold its prestige for a long time yet. 
C. H. Wagner, Jr., is a shining light in 
the Wagner place, where cement walls 
and other improvements are being in- 
stalled. Louis Schmutz has two places 
in Flatbush and both were visited. 
One is the old Meisner place and it is 
a pleasure to go through an establish- 
ment where artistic arrangement of 
the stock is so much in evidence. Zel- 
ler’s is another place where one is im- 
pressed with the neatness and scrupu- 
lous care which count for so much. 
Young ferns and promiscuous plant 
stock are the specialties. At Chas. 
Koch’s callas are a special crop and 
are blooming well already. 

It was quite a privilege to see 
all these lucrative, establishments 
in the short space of a late October 
day. Separated as they are, a trip of 
such extent would be impossible were 
it not for the now indispensable auto- 
mobile, a luxury that is no burden to 
the prosperous Long Island grower. 
A sumptuous mid-day repast, presided 
over by that master of the art of mas- 
terful diplomacy, A. L. Miller, presi- 
dent of the association and frank and 
ingenuous friend to all who come, was 
enjoyed at Middle Village.

WASHINGTON. 


Sealed proposals will be received at 
the office of the Supervising Architect, 
Treasury Building, Washington, D. C., 
until November 13, for planting trees, 
shrubs, etc., on the grounds of the 
Federal Building at Steelton, Pa. 
Drawings and specifications may be 
had on application to the custodian of 
the building or at the Washington 
office. 


The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion has ordered the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fe and other railroads to 
apply the fourth class rate, with a 
minimum carload weight of 15,000 
pounds, to all future shipments of 
sphagnum moss from City Point, 
Mather, Sparta, Tomah, and other 
points in the State of Wisconsin tak- 
ing the same rates, to Oklahoma City, 
Okla., and has condemned the charge 
under the fifth class rating, with a 
minimum carload weight of 24,000 
pounds as unreasonable. This action 
was taken on the complaint of the 
Barteldes Seed Company, of Lawrence, 
Kansas, and a traffie organization of 
Oklahoma City. 


Nursery stock from Geneva, Dans- 
ville, and Brighton, N. Y.: North Ab- 
ington, Mass., and Dresher, Pa., will 
hereafter take a rate of 37 cents per 
hundred pounds in carload lots, and 
68 cents per hundred pounds in less 
than carload lots, to Lakel@ad, Minn. 
Wooden tree labels from Derry, N. H., 
will also take these rates. The L. L. 
May Company, of St. Paul, Minn., had 
filed a complaint with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission attacking the 
rates assessed .by the railroads as be- 
ing considerable higher than those 
applied to similar shipments to Still- 
water, Minn. The Commission con- 
curred and ordered the railroads to 
place the above quoted rates in effect 
on or before December 30, 1915. 


One of the most successful chrysan- 
themum shows in the history of the 
Department of Agriculture has been in 
progress in the greenhouses at the north 
side of the grounds. An innovation 
this year is the lighting of the houses 
to permit of people visiting the show 
after the hours usually observed for 
closing. Many of the exhibits are very 
noteworthy. Among the new varieties 
is Queen Mary white, and Mrs. Wil- 
liam H. Walker sulphur yellow. It is 
said that this is better than either the 
Bob Pulling or Mrs. R. C. Pulling 
which were declared to be the best 
yellows at last year’s show. James 
Wilson, white, shows fine form this 
year. William Saunders, bronze, is 
exceptionally good, and Amarantha is 
also worthy of mention. 


A number of very excellent window 
displays were made last week for All 
Hallowe’en. At Gude Bros. store the 
window was banked with cornstalks 
and in the center yere placed very at- 
tractive baskets of flowers. At the 
store of George C. Shaffer pumpkins 
were hollowed out and filled with 
asters, small chrysanthemums and 
other* flowers ahd laid on a moss 
covered floor. At the back of the 
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window were standards of cornstalks 
and a rustic fence went across the 
entire width. One of the best or tne 
windows was that of J. H. Small & 
Sons, where Old Mother Goose in ap- 
propriate costume and perched on a 
broom as if flying towards the skies 
was the central figure. Back and at 
the sides of this were palms, ferns, 
high standards of cornstalks, and 
vases of attractive looking chrysanthe- 
mums forming a sort of semi-circle 
within which had been heaped a large 
number of pumpkins.

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Flower Market Reports 


The market is tending 
BOSTON downward as a result of 
the heavy influx of chrys- 
anthemums which now begins to as- 
sume the proportions of an avalanche. 
Roses are feeling the stress and are 
in excess of requirements despite the 
optimistic assertion of a rising young 
salesman at the market that they are 
“scarce and kiting every minute.” 
Carnations move slowly. Violets are 
not up to standard quality, the singles 
being particularly poor thus far. Cal- 
endulas and antirrhinums are in good 
supply now. ; 
Quite a change in con- 
BUFFALO dition is noticed this 
week, Receipts are 
heavier all around and the demand 
has fallen off. The supply of every- 
thing has increased over 100 per cent. 
Chrysanthemums come in more plen- 
tifully, also carnations. Roses are a 
little overplentiful to hold up prices, 
though considerable business was had 
at the end of last week. 


The increase in the 
CHICAGO amount of stock coming 
into this market, report- 
ed last week, still continues. Chrysan- 
themum season is at its height and the 
big flowers are coming in now in all 
colors. The rainy summer evidently 
has not affected most of the varieties 
for they are firm and come out of the 
boxes in splendid shape. Pompons are 
filling the counters. The early ones 
are late and the late ones are early. 
so they are here in great quantities 
now but will have a short season. Car- 
nations are not so much in demand as 
before but stock is excellent and sales 
are fair. The supply of roses is also 
a little ahead of the demand which 
makes it easier for the retailer whose 
trade uses the cheaper grades of stock. 
The warm weather is not so favorable 
for violets. Sweet peas are coming in 
limited quantities. Long stemmed 
American Beauties are of splendid 
quality and the price keeps up accord- 
ingly. The supply of short and me- 
dium Beauties is not large. Potted 
chrysanthemums are offered at sev- 
eral of the wholesale houses. 
The market is pretty 
well supplied and is 
more than able to 
care for all present demands. Prices 
are not quite as high as they were. 
Chrysanthemums are in a very heavy 
supply. Roses are plentiful. The 
same is true of carnations and lilies. 
Dahlias and cosmos proved quite a 
factor in All Saints Day business and 
served to keep down the prices for 
this day. The first sweet peas came 
in last week. Many of the violet offer- 
ings are of the very highest quality. 
The flower market is 
much more brilliant 
with stock this week 
than it is with custemers and trade is 
very irregular. Chrysanthemums of 
all degrees are having their innings 
and are getting to that condition of 
abundance when a haggle is an indis- 
pensable part of every sale. Roses 
are coming in freely also and their 
movement is hampered for the time 
being by the overpowering presence 
of the chrysanthemums. Among the 
newer roses that stand out impressive- 
ly as sure winners we must make men-

tion of Stanley, which is a leading 
variety among Traendly & Schenck’s 


daily receipts. It looks as though it 
might carry to California and back 
again in good order. Cattleyas are 
not over-plentiful and many of those 
seen are insignificant blooms. Violets 
do not come forward very fast and 
probably will not while the weather 
remains so warm. There is still more 
or less outdvor garden stock coming 
in, cosmos being especially good in 
this class. Lilies, carnations and lily 
of the valley are normal and call for 
no special mention at this time. Cal- 
Jas are beginning to appear here and 
there. 
What little 
PHILADELPHIA change has taken 
place in the mar- 
ket during the past week may be 
summed up in few words. Business 
demand remained about on an even 
keel but supplies with a few exceptions 
were much larger and so the general 


average of prices has declined. The 
increase in supplies is especially pro- 
nounced in chrysanthemums and car- 
nations. Roses also come in more 
freely but not to such a degree. The 
most draggy on the rose list have been 
the Killarneys, both pinks and whites. 
Beauties and Russells go better and 
there is a good demand for Hoosier 
and Hadley among the reds. Another 
favorite red to be seen around is Leon- 
ard’s thirty-three—whatever that is! 
Maybe some old variety that Leonard 
is keeping the real name of under his 
hat for the time being. Richmond 
seems to be down and out in this lo- 
cality—not that the public don’t like 
it, but that the growers refuse to grow 
anything that fails to show square-foot 
record the year ‘round. The Polyantha 
class seem to be wonders when it 
comes to keeping qualities. We have 
seen some lots two and three weeks 
in the cooling rooms still fresh and

fragrant. Sweet Marie is éspecially 
notable in that connection. They say 
the ladies like a bunch of these for 
corsage wear as well as they do a 
bunch of cattleyas. Gardenias contin- 
ue searce. They say they dropped 
their buds in September, which ac- 
counts for the scarcity. We fancy 
there’s another reason — too many 
grown in recent years and the result 
was “a lemon.” Now the pendulum 
has swung to the other extreme. The 
best of the chrysanthemums now ar- 
riving are Razer, Enguehart, McNeice 
and Chieftain; a few good Bonnaffon 
also which is unusually early for that 
fine variety. There is an orange yel- 
low one called Strafford that is in great 
vogue. It is only medium size but a 
great handler and keeper. Calendula 
and mignonette are among the new 
minor items that have made their ad- 
vent; also a few cypripediums. Or- 
chids generally are not so redundant 
as they were and better prices are be- 
ing realized. 
The bright sunny 
PITTSBURGH days are producing 
quantities of flow- 
ers of practically all kinds, the market 
value still remaining about the same 
for all. However, the legitimate trade 
is feeling the effect of the market gar- 
who are disposing of their 
chrysanthemums and other blooms at 
less than the wholesale prices. There 
are plenty of home-grown lilies and 
roses and fine fancy dahlias continue 
to come in from the New Jersey pro- 
ducers. Hallowe’en was never as gen- 
erally and elaborately observed as this 
year, and consequently brought large 
compensation to the dispensers of 
Southern smilax, and artificial autumn 
leaves. 
The continua- 
tion of sum- 
mery weather 
is held responsible for the increased 


supplies of flowers which have been 
arriving the past week, also for the 
slight falling off in retail business. 
Everybody who can possibly do so is 
off for the.exposition now that the 
close is drawing near and rain can be 
expected any day. The abundance of 
chrysanthemums overshadows every- 
thing else in the market and they have 
not been cleaning up so well the last 
few days as they did previously, al- 
though the quality is fully as good as 
earlier in the season, and new varie- 
ties continue to arrive. The only 
ground for complaint is the oversup- 
ply. Quantities are now being shipped 
and effort is being made to stimulate 
this demand in order to relieve the 
local market. Pompons are still of- 
fered freely, both cut and potted. As 
other potted plants are rather scarce, 
these are meeting with considerable 
popularity. Dahlias are holding out 
remarkably well, and for this late in 
the year show very good quality. 
There is no longer a cry of shortage of 
roses, with the exception possibly of 
Cecile Bruner, which has a big call 
both locally and for shipping. A good 
many violets are being shipped also. 
There are plenty orchids for all re- 
quirements, and the demand is fairly 
good. A few callas made their appear-

The amount applied should not be 
excessive, as the soot is very strong 
and may damage some of the foliage 
somewhat. Apply just enough to blackea 
the surface of the soil in the benches, 
and let it go at that. Better a little 
oftener than too much all at once.
